Some hand work is always essential, 
no matter how thoroughly the horse 
cultivation is done. It Is a good plan 
to go over the garden after finishing 
with the cultivator and,' by means of 
the hoe or rake, pull plods and stones 
from around the plants, remove any 
weeds not destroyed by the cultivation, 
and uncover any plants accidentally 
covered by elods or earth during the 
cultivation. 

It Is an excellent plan to train to- 
mntoes, pens, etc., on stakes or other 
supports, as this makes It possible to 
keep the garden In good condition with 
a minimum of labor.

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(Prepared by tho United States Depart- 
mont of Agriculture.) 
The very serious losses caused by 
the gullworm nematode In gardens, es- 
pecially In the South, have resulted in 
K the trial of numerous methods of con- 
trol. One of the most effective meth- 
ods yet tested Is to starve the pest 
llils may bo accomplished by dividing 
the garden Into two parts, ono of which 
s available for cultivation, fowls be- 
ing kept on the other half and changed 
from one to the other nbout every two 
to four yearn. The gnllworm la abso- 
lutely dependent on the roots of the 
higher plants for Its nourishment If 
no such plants are allowed to grow, 
the pest Is starved, and in the course 
of a year or two It can be brought to 
n rtnge where Its ravages will not be 
serious. 

Alternate Garden and Fowl Run 
The suggested alternation of fowl 
ran with garden may he brought nbout 
simply by fencing In the fowls. If 
poss blei It would be well to arrange 
the division f the land In the direction 
of its .slope, so that the drainage will 
not be from the garden to the fowl 
run or vice versa. The Idea Is to keep 
the fowl run free from vegetation for 
n year or two. This means that about 
the maximum number of fowls for the 
area must ho kept and that the soil 
must he occasionally spaded or other- 
wise stirred. This stirring of the. soil 
Is n good thing for the fowls and helps 
also to.reduce the nematode pest for
